Loss Abeout §15,000,

About 6 o'cloek 1ast emln.lﬂnmn were dis-
covernd issuing from toe smelting room of Lhe
Camden Niokel Works, situs on Oooper's
ereek, opposite the Camden Woollen Mille. The
alarm was sounded, and the fire companios pro-
coeded with as muoh alaority to tho sceno as
umf possibly could, the snow gruu{olm peding
thelr progress. A howse belongiog 1o the esti-
bllshment was sttached to the donkey sngine
an: adimloutlve stream was Lhrown npon the

By this time the flamen had forosd their way
through the floor into the upper story, and the
roof entohing fire, threatened with destraotion
the suirounding bulldings, The sleamers com-
poring the Unmuen Fire Department were run
alobgside of the creek, aund thus & sufiolent
qnlnllt{lol water was ssoured, All hopes of
saving the barniog bollding were then given
up, and the stremms of water wers turned
towards the other balidings. The fire burned
with great stubbornness for about threa hours.

The bulldipg destroyed was about 40 feot
wide by 80 long, and wns two stories in helght,
with a slantiug gravel roof, The first loor con-
tnlned two cupolas, used for smelting purposes.
The fire originated In this room, and was
cansed by tbe material boing over-heated.
The second fioor of the bullding was used as a
tdyelng room, Everyibing In the structurs wos
desiroyed, A bullding adjacent to It was con-
Elderably scorched., A high wind prevalled at
the Lime, bul fortunately It was blowing In an
opposite direction from the other bulldings,
Hnrd it not been so, the whole works would
have been & mnes of ruius thils morning.
Messrs. Wharton & Flelstmann,the proprietors,
estimate thelr loss at §15,000, upon which there
is no Insurance, Hevernl persons connsoted
with the establishment were vory retioent, and
refured o glve our reporter any lnformation
whalever.

Naw Yonx, Dec, 16,—The fire in Second
avenus, by which so many persons lost thair
Hves, originated on the lowar floor of the house
No, 608, ocoupled as the bakery of Max Miller,
who with his fumily sncceaded u eseaplug into
the streel, The shouts of the firemen awnkened
the other Inmntes, who found their menns of
esress cut off by the flames. The police and
firemen suececded fn rescuing the famlilies re-
sldlug on the second snd third floors,

Mrs, O'Meara and her three ehildren, living
on the fourth floor, were elther sulfocated or
burned to death,

After the fire there were taken from the
smouldering rulns the bodies of Rosanna Muor-
phy, her two dauzhters, und ber son Thomuas,
The scene presented, ss the dead bodies wore
taken out, was barrowing In the extreme.jSeveral
other persons besldes those mentioned are miss
ing and supposed to have perished in the Aames,
The fire 18 supposed 1o bave been the work of
design.
